GENERAL NOTES. 


Though there is every probability 
that California’s big trees: will 
maintain its supremacy as the most 
massive column in the world’s for- 
este, it must per force yield the 
palm of altitude to the Australian 
eucalyptus. In the valley of the 
Watts River, in Victoria, many 


falien trees have been measured as 
they lie on the greund, and found 
to exceed 250 feet in length. One 
mighty giant had fallen so as to 
form a bridge across a deep ravine. 
Tt had been broken in faliing, but 
the portion which remained inta t 
measured 435 feet in length, and as 
its girt at the point of fracture is 
nine feet, its discoverer estimates 
that the perfect tree mus 
have measured at least 500 feet. 

Its circumference five feet above 
the roots is 54 feet. Another gum 
tree on Mount Washington was 
found to be 102 feet in girth at 
three feet from the ground. Its 
height could not be estimated, 
owing to the density of the forest; 
but its next neighbor, which was 
90 feet In circumference, was fou: ‘1 
to be 300 in height. In the Dan 
nong district of Victoria, an alm: 
leaf zum-tree ( Lucalyptus amy ge 
lina) has been wear asin meusur 
It rixes 880 feet before throwing . 

a branch; its circumference is 0 
feet. 

Tasmania also produces speci- 
mens of eucalyptus which are 350 
feet in height, und which rise 200 
feet ere forming a branch. One 
near Hobart Town is 81 feet in 
girth, and, till ten years: ago, tov- 
ered to the height of 300 feet, but 
now a ruin. The question of s
